statewide.  Professional  artists  work  primarily 
with  students  and  may  also  provide  workshops 
for  teachers,  parents  and  other  community 
members.  The  artist(s)  selected  to  conduct  the 
residency  must  be  listed  in  the  lAC  1999-2000 
AIE  Artists  Roster  which  includes  individual 
dancers,  media  artists,  musicians,  theater 
artists,  traditional  ethnic  and  folk  artists,  visual 
artists,  writers  and  performing  arts  companies. 

Artists  may  work  up  to  20  hours  per  week  in 
residencies  lasting  from  one  week  to  six  months. 
This  program  introduces  students,  teachers  and 
parents  to  working  with  a  professional  artist  and 
can  be  used  to  enhance  an-  existing  arts  program, 
to  present  a  unique  arts  experience  or  to 
integrate  arts  into  other  areas  of  student  studies.
